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Remarks 


The figures of births and deaths for the wetjk 
ending 19th March, i960 shown in this statement 
relate to 256 towns in the States of India, excluding 
Assam, Jammu & Kashmir, and Madhya Pradesh. 
These towns account for population of 42,176 
thousand out of a total population of 51,^46 
thousand in the country in 364 towns, each having 
a population of 30,000 and over. In 224 towns 


having a population of 38,131 thousand in Group I 
where registration is comparatively more complete 
16,146 births and 7,056 deaths were recorded giving a 
birth rate of 22 ■ 0 and a death rate of 9 ■ 6 per thousand 
of population. The rates registered in the various 
States are as follows: —
